And  good  novels  will  bo 
liuturuliy  chosen, in  preference  to  others, 
by  people  of  taste  and  morality  ;  while 
poor  or  immoral  ones  w  ill  he  preferred 
l»y  a  class  of  readers  who  can  hardly  be 
injured  by  such  productions.  So  that, 
after  all,  the  hud  effects  resulting  from 
leading  novels— bud  ones,  of  course — 

I  cannot  be  so  great  as  some  would  im¬ 
agine.  It  is  certainly  contrary  to  gener¬ 
al  experience  and  common  sense  to  sup¬ 
pose  that  persons  of  mental  culture  will 
stoop  to  read  weak  or  immoral  produc¬ 
tions.  Rati  novels,  in  either  sense  of 
the  term,  can  be  relished  only  by  readers 


Novels  are  also  a ;  school  of  language, 
taste  and  refinement.  No  *1  readers,  as 
a  general  tiling,  usq  better  Ixnguuge  than 
others  ;  are  more  guarded  aud  delicate 
in  the  expression  of  theifefentimlptg  * 
they  know  how  to  exprem  themselves 
with  more  elegance  und  precision, having 
at  their  command  a  more  easy  flow  of 
language  and  better  choice  of  words. 
And  this  explains  the  superiority,  in  this 
respect,  of  the  young  ladie*  iu  this  coun¬ 
try  over  young  meij.  of  equal  aud  anme- 

times  better  education.  Young  women 
are  generally  inuqh  greater  and  more 
careful  readers  of  ubvels.  This  is  often 
ascribed,  by  foreigners,  to  a  superior  ed¬
